Trump endorses Romney 
in White House race 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Real es¬ 
tate tycoon and reality TV star 
Donald Trump endorsed Re¬ 
publican presidential frontrun¬ 
ner Mitt Romney yesterday, in 
another boost for the former 
Massachusetts governor. 

After keeping poll-watchers 
guessing — as late as Wednes¬ 
day evening, a senior Gingrich 
official claimed Trump would 
endorse his candidate — Trump 
announced he was throwing 
his weight behind Romney. 

"It’s my honor, real honor 
and privilege to endorse Mitt 
Romney," he said, with the 
candidate and his wife Ann 
standing next to him. 

"Mitt is tough, he’s smart, 
he’s sharp, he’s not going to 
allow bad things to continue to 
happen to this country that we 
all love," Trump added, speak¬ 
ing in one of his own hotels in 
Las Vegas. 


"Governor Romney, go out 
and get 'em, you can do it," he 
added, before the men shook 
hands for the cameras. 

The two main Republican 
candidates arrived in the Ne¬ 
vada gambling center on Wed¬ 
nesday after Romney soundly 
defeated Gingrich in the 
Florida primary, re-establish¬ 
ing himself as the clear fron¬ 
trunner in the race. 

A new poll yesterday gave 
Romney a clear lead over Gin¬ 
grich in the western battle¬ 
ground state, with 45 percent 
to the former House speaker's 
25 percent. 

In December, Romney 
snubbed Trump by declining to 
participate in a debate to be 
hosted by the tycoon, although 
Trump later said that he did not 
resent the former Massachu¬ 
setts governor's decision.

Stay off the sidewalks 
and avoid traffic fines 



The police has announced that 
they will be very strict during 
the upcoming Carnival parade. 
They will be paying special at¬ 
tention to automobiles parked 
along the route. Parking in pro¬ 
hibited areas, such as on side¬ 
walks will be fined. According 
to Inspector Ricardo Muller, in 
charge of Traffic, our citizens 
need to understand that they 
cannot park their vehicles any¬ 
where they please; they must 
obey and respect traffic rules. 

Inspector Muller empha¬ 
sized that using the Tow Truck 
to remove vehicles improperly 
parked is not to simply to 
annoy people, but to stop the 
flagrant disobedience of the 
traffic laws. 

Improperly parked vehicles 
endanger the lives of pedestri¬ 
ans who are forced to walk 
unto streets with the impending 
dangers that this brings. Park¬ 
ing on sidewalks and at the cor¬ 
ner of the road are not allowed; 
these vehicles will be removed 
by the police. The traffic laws 
will be enforced also during the 
Carnival period. One of the 
traffic laws states that if a vehi¬ 
cle is wrongly parked and is 
obstructing the visibility of 
other traffic and/or endagering 
the lives of pedestrians, it may 
be removed by the police. 

This means that vehicles re¬ 
moved by the police will cost 
the owner a fine of Afls. 175 to 
get his vehicle back. If a vehi¬ 


cle is wrongly parked with key 
in the ignition, but was not re¬ 
moved by the Tow Truck, the 
owner will be fined Afls.75 to 
reclaim the vehicle. 

The police will pay special 
attention to the Linear Park 
area. The government has 
spent about 5 million Aruban 
florins to beautify this area and 
definitely does not want auto¬ 
mobiles destroying the area. It 
is prohibited to park anywhere 
around the Linear Park corri¬ 
dor or at the back of this area. 
To park at the back of the area 
means that the vehicle had to 
have cross over the pedestrian 
path to get there, which is 
strictly prohibited. 

There will also be strict con¬ 
trol on the Vondellaan to ensure 
that no structures are erected on 
sidewalks to obstruct the pas¬ 
sage of pedestrians. Tents with 
automobiles parked under them 
is also against the rules and will 
be towed by the police. DOW 
officials will be monitoring this 
to make sure that everyone 
complies with the rules with re¬ 
spect to the placement of tents, 
chairs or palettes. Inspector 
Muller urges everyone to ad¬ 
here to the rules and to not park 
on intersections. Intersections 
must remain unobstructed for 
the free passage of Police, the 
Fire Brigade and Ambulance. 
In the words of Muller,... 
.’’Please, let us all respect the 
traffic laws.”

Future of Valero Aruba 
up in air 


NEW YORK - Valero Energy 
CEO Bill Klesse on Tuesday 
signaled the possible closure of 
two more refineries — one his 
company owns and one it does 
not — adding to the growing 
list of shutdowns that are re¬ 
shaping the global downstream 
market. 

In North America, Klesse 
compared the outlook for 
Valero's 235,000 b/d Aruba re¬ 
finery in the Caribbean to the 
Hovensa plant in the region 
that is being shut by the Hess- 
PDVSA joint venture and 
turned into a terminal. 

"We’re in the same boat as 
what was announced by one of 
our competitors operating in 


the Caribbean," he said, con¬ 
firming the Aruba plant posted 
a loss in the fourth quarter. 

A decision on "strategic al¬ 
ternatives" for Aruba will be 
made "very shortly here within 
the first quarter," he said. 

Valero spokesman Bill Day 
confirmed in an email that a 
shutdown is one of several op¬ 
tions being looked out, inclu¬ 
ding "a sale, a joint operating 
agreement and further reduc¬ 
tions in runs." 

The closure of Aruba would 
affect the intermediates sent 
from that plant to Valero's Gulf 
Coast refineries, as well as At¬ 
lantic Basin crude purchases.

ORANJESTAD - Sometime 
towards the end of this year, 
Aruba will become the first 
and only country in the 
Caribbean to implement the 
service of a tram or trolley as 
a means of public transport 
for travel through the inner 
city center. 

Not only will Aruba’s 
tram be an innovation for 
this tiny island, but it will 
also be unique in that it will 
be a totally “green” vehi¬ 
cle...using green energy...a 
rechargeable battery! 

The tram is part of an in¬ 
tegral program for the revi¬ 
talization of the city center 
of Oranjestad. According to 
the government, the city cen¬ 
ter in downtown Oranjestad 
needed a drastic change to 
bring back shoppers to the 
commercial area of the 
mainstreet. 

The rails for the tram 
have recently arrived on the 
island and it is expected that 
the work of laying these will 
begin very soon. Reportedly, 
the tram should be in opera¬ 


tion by the end of the year. 

The team of experts who 
worked on the tram project 
specifically chose an energy 
efficient vehicle using solar 
energy. They also chose an 


open type tram as can be ob¬ 
served from the accompany¬ 
ing photo. 

They intend to order three 
of these vehicles with a ca¬ 
pacity for carrying about 70 


persons each. The trams will 
run every 8 and a half min¬ 
utes and stop at 8 designated 
tram stops. These vehicles 
move rather slowly. 


These trams are intended 
to be an addition to our 
tourism product and part of 
the beautification of the city 
center of Oranjestad.

Groundhogs clash over 
US weather prognosis

Mexico traffickers ramp up synthetic 
drug production 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Holly¬ 
wood star and weather seer 
Punxsutawney Phil used to be 
the only groundhog that mat¬ 
tered in weather predicting, but 
Phil's shock decision yesterday 
that spring is still six weeks 
away put him out on a limb. 

As the eastern United States 
enjoys an exceptionally mild 
winter, most would have 
guessed that spring is around 
the corner. But when Punx¬ 
sutawney Phil emerged from 
his burrow yesterday, his han¬ 
dlers announced he was able to 
see his shadow. According to 
tradition, that signals six more 
weeks of winter. 

Nothing if not self-assured, 
the clever groundhog, whose 
persona starred in a Bill Mur¬ 
ray comedy "Groundhog Day," 
immediately updated his Face- 
book page: "6 MORE WEEKS 
OF WINTER!!!!!!" 

The ritual in Punxsutawney, 
Pennsylvania risked provoking 
skeptics, whether children 
looking forlornly at their un¬ 
used sleds, or adults sweltering 
on their way to the office in 
winter overcoats. 

As it happens, last year, in 
the thick of a particularly sav¬ 


age, snowy winter, Phil perkily 
suggested that he hadn't seen 
his shadow and therefore relief 
was around the comer. Maybe 
not so clever. 

Americans might start pay¬ 
ing more attention to Phil's 
often overlooked competitor 
Charles G. Hogg, the resident 
groundhog at Staten Island 
Zoo in New York City. 

On being dragged out of his 
burrow yesterday in the pres¬ 
ence of Mayor Michael Bloom¬ 
berg, Chuck, as he's commonly 
known, did not see his shadow 
- meaning, of course, that cur¬ 
rently mild temperatures will 
stay that way right up until the 
official start of spring. 

CBS reports that Chuck, 
who provoked admiration in 
some quarters when he bit 
Bloomberg's hand in 2009, has 
been more right than wrong 
since the Staten Island tradi¬ 
tion started in the 1980s. 

This year, even lesser rivals 
in Georgia and Ohio also re¬ 
portedly failed to see their 
shadows, piling more pressure 
on poor old Punxsutawney 
Phil. It must be enough to 
make him want to slink back 
into hibernation. 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Sei¬ 
zures of precursor chemicals 
for synthetic drugs and raids 
on dmg labs have multiplied in 
Mexico and Guatemala in re¬ 
cent months, as experts say 
traffickers are increasingly 
turning to production. 

The shift is another sign of 
the growth of Mexico's cartels, 
once known as cocaine traf¬ 
fickers to the United States and 
now infamous for violent turf 
wars and trafficking drugs to 
Australia or Africa, people 
trafficking and extortion. 

In Mexico, many synthetic 
drug laboratories have been 
discovered in western Pacific 
coast states, where there has 
also been a sharp rise in sei¬ 
zures of precursor chemicals in 
port cities, mostly on ships 
from China. 

We note "a change of direc¬ 
tion in the activities of criminal 
organizations, who are turning 
to the production of synthetic 
drugs," said general Ricardo 
Trevilla, spokesman for the 
Mexican army, in a recent 
statement. 


PORT MORESBY (AFP) - 
More than 200 people were 
plucked from waters off Papua 
New Guinea yesterday after a 
ferry sank but dozens re¬ 
mained missing with rescuers 
scouring the choppy seas for 
survivors. 

Operator Star Ships said it 
lost contact with the MV 
Rabaul Queen at about 6:00am 
while it was travelling between 
Kimbe and Lae in the east of 
the Pacific nation, blaming bad 
weather for the disaster. 

Star Ships said there were 
350 passengers and 12 crew 
onboard, Australian news 
agency AAP reported late yes¬ 
terday. The passengers were 
PNG locals, mainly students. 

It added that the 22-year- 


Mexican authorities have 
not published figures on the 
production of synthetic drugs 
but say they have uncovered 
646 laboratories and seized 
more than 45 tons of metham- 
phetamines and 13.5 million 
psychoactive pills since 2006. 

Between 2001 and 2006, 
the army discovered only 10 
laboratories for producing syn¬ 
thetic drugs. 

In 2011, they also inter¬ 
cepted more than 1,200 tons of 
precursor chemicals used in 
drugs like amphetamines, in¬ 
cluding monomethylamine, 
derived from ammonia. 

Mexican defense officials 
say the rapid growth of drug 
labs is partly due to the success 
of the government's eradica¬ 
tion of marijuana or heroin 
poppy fields. 

But authorities also say it is 
easier to set up a lab than plant 
a field of drug crops and, most 
importantly, the profits are 
greater. 

"Synthetic drugs represent a 
very attractive opportunity for 
criminal organizations be- 


old Japanese-built ferry — 
which in the past has carried 
up to 550 passengers — sank in 
deep waters near the end of its 
journey. 

The PNG National Mar¬ 
itime Safety Authority 
(NMSA) said it was first 
alerted by a distress signal and 


cause, unlike natural drugs, 
they can be produced any¬ 
where, once the organization 
has access to precursor chemi¬ 
cals and a basic knowledge," 
said Antonio Mazzitelli, direc¬ 
tor of the UN Office on Drugs 
and Crime for Mexico, Central 
America and the Caribbean. 

These activities "allow 
them to obtain a product that 
can be sent onto the market 
very cheaply," with a world 
market of synthetic drugs esti¬ 
mated at $65 billion, he said. 

In neighboring Guatemala - 
- which has seen major incur¬ 
sions by Mexican gangs in 
recent years — security forces 
captured 30 tons of precursor 
chemicals in 2011, and six tons 
so far in 2012, according to of¬ 
ficial figures. 

Some observers, including 
US-based analysts Stratfor, 
speculate that Mexican cartels 
may be moving production of 
methamphetamine south of the 
border in response to Mexico's 
military clampdown on organ¬ 
ized crime.

Sweden says Assange 
appeal would overturn 
European law

LONDON (AFP) - Swedish 
authorities yesterday rejected 
arguments by WikiLeaks foun¬ 
der Julian Assange against his 
extradition, telling Britain's top 
court that if he won the case it 
could turn European law on its 
head. 

The 40-year-old Australian 
— making what is almost cer¬ 
tainly his last appearance be¬ 
fore British judges — says the 
Swedish prosecutor who or¬ 
dered his arrest in December 
2010 over rape allegations was 
not a valid judicial authority. 

But Clare Montgomery, the 
lawyer for the Swedish author¬ 
ities, told the Supreme Court in 
London that at least eight coun¬ 
tries would be barred from 
using the European Arrest War¬ 
rant (EAW) system if As¬ 
sange's appeal were allowed. 

"It would undermine the 
framework decision (of the 
EAW system) as it was agreed 
by, and as it has now been given 
effect by, a number of our ex¬ 
tradition partners," Mont¬ 
gomery told the panel of seven 
judges. 

She was speaking on the 
second and final day of the 
hearing at the wood-panelled 


courtroom in central London, 
after which the judges are ex¬ 
pected to defer their decision 
for several weeks. 

Assange is fighting extradi¬ 
tion to Sweden to face allega¬ 
tions of rape and sexual assault 
made by two women, which he 
denies. He insists the sex was 
consensual and says the allega¬ 
tions are politically motivated. 

If the Supreme Court rejects 
his appeal, Assange will have 
exhausted all his options in 
Britain but he could still make 
a last-ditch appeal to the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Human Rights. 

Dozens of supporters were 
again in court yesterday to see 
the white-haired former hacker, 
who has become a cause cele- 
bre since his anti-secrecy web¬ 
site enraged Washington by 
leaking thousands of secret US 
documents. 

In her arguments, Mont¬ 
gomery raised the legal sys¬ 
tems of France, Denmark, the 
Netherlands and even Cambo¬ 
dia. She added that there was 
"nothing either shocking to the 
conscience or violative of basic 
human rights" for a prosecutor 
or police officer to issue such a 
warrant. 


Red Cross: Death toll from Colombia 


car bomb rises to nine 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The death 
toll from a powerful car-bomb¬ 
ing of a police station by leftist 
guerrillas in Colombia rose to 
nine yesterday, the Colombian 
Red Cross said. 

Nearly 70 people were 
wounded in the blast Wednes¬ 
day, which set fire to about a 
dozen buildings in the south¬ 
western town of Tumaco on 
Wednesday, Red Cross offi¬ 
cials said. 

Two of the wounded later 
died of their injuries, lifting the 
death toll to nine, including 
three policemen, a Red Cross 
spokesman said. 

It was the deadliest attack 
against civilians in Colombia 
this year. 

Arrests raise tensions between 
Chile, Peru

LIMA (AFP) - A young 
Chilean has been detained for 
taking photographs of a mili¬ 
tary barracks in southern 
Peru, the second such arrest 
in as many days near a mili¬ 
tary installation, police said 
yesterday. 

The two countries histori¬ 
cally have had strained rela¬ 
tions over a border dispute 
dating from the late 19th cen¬ 
tury when Chile defeated 
Peru in the War of the Pacific. 

The latest arrest involved 
an unidentified 19-year-old 
who a police source said had 
been invited to a sports event 
Wednesday at the Gregorio 
Albarracin military base in 
Tacna, a Peruvian region that 
borders Chile. 

"It appears that out of cu¬ 
riosity he took some photo¬ 
graphs of the barracks 
stables, but it was in a re¬ 
stricted area so he was de¬ 
tained by the military police," 
the source, who asked not to 
be identified, told AFP. 

On Tuesday, another Chi¬ 
lean was arrested near the Ta- 


lara air base, more than 600 
miles (1,000 kilometers) 
north of Lima, Defense Min¬ 
ister Alberto Otarola said. 

Regional press reports said 
the detainee said he was tour¬ 
ing South America by bicycle 
and had to camp out near the 
base because of a problem 
with one of the bicycle's 
wheels. 

In Santiago, Chilean For¬ 
eign Minister Alfredo 
Moreno sought to calm 
nerves, telling CNN Chile 
that the detainee had no con¬ 
nection to the Chilean mili¬ 
tary or any other institution. 

"He didn't have a camera, 


he didn't have maps, he didn't 
have blueprints related to the 
base. He had drawings — he is 
a painter — that had nothing to 
do with the base," Moreno 
said. 

"In Chile and Peru we 
have to turn our attention to 
other things. The truth is that 
we are not in a conflict, we 
are two countries with many 
things in common," he said. 

Suspicions between the 
two countries blew up into a 
diplomatic crisis in 2009 
when Peru accused two 
Chilean military officers of 
paying a Peruvian military 
officer for state secrets.

US study finds Alzheimer's 
spreads like infection 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new US study has found that 
Alzheimer’s disease spreads 
from one part of the brain to 
another like an infection, a dis¬ 
covery that could aid the de¬ 
velopment of treatments to 
slow its progress. 

The Columbia University 
Medical Center (CUMC) study 
on transgenic mice found that 
the abnormal tau protein linked 
to the disease travels along 
brain circuits, ’’jumping” from 
neuron to neuron. 

The findings, published 
Wednesday in the online jour¬ 
nal PloS One, could one day 
help researchers develop treat¬ 
ments to slow or halt the pro¬ 
gression of the disease, which 
causes increasingly severe de¬ 


mentia. 

’’The most effective ap¬ 
proach may be to treat 
Alzheimer’s the way we treat 
cancer — through early detec¬ 
tion and treatment, before it 
has a chance to spread,” said 
study co-author and neurology 
professor Scott Small. 

’’The best way to cure 
Alzheimer’s may be to identify 
and treat it when it is just be¬ 
ginning, to halt progression. It 
is during this early stage that 
the disease will be most 
amenable to treatment. 

’’That is the exciting clinical 
promise down the road.” 

Alzheimer’s disease, the 
most common form of demen¬ 
tia, is characterized by the ac¬ 
cumulation of plaques and 


fibrous tangles (composed of 
abnormal tau) in brain cells 
called neurons. 

Previous studies have also 
suggested that the disease be¬ 
gins in the entorhinal cortex — 
which plays a key role in 
memory — before spreading to 
other regions important for 
higher brain functions. 

An estimated 5.4 million 
people suffer from the disease, 
which is the sixth leading 
cause of death in the United 
States, according to the 
Alzheimer’s Association. 

The disease cannot be pre¬ 
vented, cured or even slowed, 
but some treatments can tem¬ 
porarily slow the worsening of 
dementia symptoms. 




NEW DELHI (AFP) - India 
has the worst air quality in the 
world, beating even its neigh¬ 
bour China, according to an 
annual survey based at Yale 
and Columbia universities in 
the United States. 

Of all the countries sur¬ 
veyed in the Environmental 
Performance Index (EPI), 
which measures the effects of 
polluted air on human health, 
India ranked the lowest at 132. 

The study used satellite data 
to measure air pollution con¬ 
centrations. 

The level of fine particulate 



matter in India is nearly five 
times the limit where it be¬ 
comes unsafe for humans, said 
the study released at the recent 
World Economic Forum in 
Davos, Switzerland. 

Health experts say particu¬ 
late matter is one of the main 
causes of acute lower respira¬ 
tory infections and even can¬ 
cer. 

India scored a meagre 3.73 
out of a possible 100 points in 
the air analysis, lagging way 
behind Bangladesh, the next- 
worst performer, which scored 
13.66.

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160 dead as cold snap grips 
Europe 


Sea Turtle Baby 
Boom Smashes 
Record

WARSAW (AFP) - A cold 
snap kept Europe in its icy grip 
on Thursday, pushing the 
death toll to 160 as countries 
from Italy to Ukraine strug¬ 
gled to cope with temperatures 
that plunged to record lows in 
some places. 

Nine more people died in 
Poland overnight as tempera¬ 
tures hit minus 32 Celsius 
(minus 25.6 Fahrenheit) in the 
southwest, bringing the overall 
toll to 29 since the deep freeze 
began last week, national po¬ 
lice said. 


In Ukraine, tens of thou¬ 
sands of people have headed to 
shelters trying to escape the 
freeze that the emergencies 
ministry said has now killed 63 
people. 

Most of them literally froze 
to death on the street, with 
only a handful making it to 
hospital before succumbing to 
hypothermia, the ministry said. 

Shivering and hungry, tens 
of thousands of Ukrainians 
have sought help in the more 
than 2,000 temporary shelters 
set up by the authorities to help 


the poor survive the fearsome 
spell of cold weather. 

In Romania, eight people 
died overnight because of the 
cold, bringing the overall toll 
to 22, the health ministry said. 
Schools remained closed in 
some parts of the country as 
temperatures reached minus 31 
degrees Celsius. 

In Bulgaria, where the mer¬ 
cury dipped to lows not seen in 
a century, at least 10 people 
have died, according to media. 
Authorities have not released 
official figures. 

With parts of the Danube 
freezing, authorities moved 
some vessels to ports further 
away to protect them from the 
advancing ice. 

And in the capital Sofia, 
some residents found their 
money frozen as automated 
teller machines stopped func¬ 
tioning, according to local 
media. 

In Latvia, 10 people have 
died around the capital Riga 
alone, with no figures avail¬ 
able for the rest of the country. 

In neighbouring Lithuania a 
55-year-old homeless man 
found in the ruins of an aban¬ 
doned house in Klaipeda be¬ 
came the ninth victim of the 
chill. 

And in Estonia, organisers 
even had to postpone a trio of 
cross-country skiing events 
after temperatures plunged to 
minus 30. 

In Italy, hundreds of people 
were trapped overnight on 
trains as freezing temperatures 
and heavy snowfalls in the 
centre and north caused wide¬ 
spread chaos on roads, rail¬ 
ways and at airports. 

In France, 41 of the 101 re¬ 
gions were on alert for snow or 
"deep cold", mainly in the east. 

In Serbia, the cold has 
killed seven people and 
trapped some 11,500 others, 
mostly in remote mountain vil¬ 
lages inaccessible by road. 


Green turtles laid more than 1 
million eggs last year on one 
of the Turtle Islands in the 
southern Philippines. That 
number of slimy turtle eggs set 
an all-time high since record¬ 
ing of nesting started in 1984. 

Some 14,220 green turtle 
nests were found on Baguan 
Island in 2011, breaking the 
previous record of 12,311 
nests set in 1995. The 2011 
figures translate to 2,844 nest¬ 
ing green turtles and 1.44 mil¬ 
lion turtle eggs laid, according 
to the Philippines’ Department 
of Environment and Natural 
Resources and the conserva¬ 
tion group Conservation Inter¬ 
national. 

" 1.44 million eggs is an as¬ 
tounding number and it pres¬ 
ents great hope for boosting 
green turtle populations," said 
Romeo Trono, executive direc¬ 
tor of Conservation Interna¬ 
tional in the Philippines. 

With an average of 90 per¬ 
cent hatching success and a 1 


percent survival rate up to 
sexual maturity, the turtle 
baby boom in Baguan in 
2011 alone could con¬ 
tribute 13,000 individuals 
to the adult turtle popula¬ 
tion, Trono said. 

Baguan is one of the nine 
islands of the Turtle Islands 
Heritage Protected Area, a 
protected area jointly man¬ 
aged by Malaysia and the 
Philippines. Baguan is one 
of six islands of the Philip¬ 
pines' Turtle Islands Wildlife 
Sanctuary. [Colorful Creatures 
of the Philippines] 

Since the previous high in 
1995, Baguan's nesting records 
have been declining and 
dropped to as low as just over 
4,000 nests in 2003, according 
to figures from the Department 
of Environment and Natural 
Resources. 

Poaching by foreign fisher¬ 
men, egg harvesting for food 
and trade, illegal fishing meth¬ 
ods and weak law enforcement 
contributed to the decline in 
the sea turtle population in the 
sanctuary. 

Saving the turtles of the Tur¬ 
tle Islands is important to the 
overall health of the Coral Tri¬ 
angle, a triangular area of wa¬ 
ters bordered by Indonesia, 
Malaysia and West Papua that 
boasts spectacular biodiver¬ 
sity, said Department of Envi¬ 
ronment and Natural 
Resources Secretary Ramon 
Paje.

Eurozone’s Juncker warns Greece 
bank talks 'ultra difficult'

LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - Ne¬ 
gotiations to fix a massive 
write-down with private in¬ 
vestors of Greek sovereign 
debt are at an "ultra difficult" 
stage, eurozone chief Jean- 
Claude Juncker said yesterday. 

"These negotiations are 
ultra difficult," the Luxem¬ 
bourg prime minister told 
school pupils in a blunt ad¬ 
dress, referring to the key first 
condition for a global agree¬ 
ment on a second financial res¬ 
cue for Athens. 

Juncker, who chairs the Eu¬ 
rogroup that gathers finance 
ministers from the 17 currency 
partners, joked that the pro¬ 
gress of the negotiations meant 
"this will be the last happy mo¬ 
ment of the day for me." 

In Athens, Greek govern¬ 
ment spokesman Pantelis Kap- 
sis also said the talks were 
proving "very difficult," telling 
Mega private television that 
the "cost" of the decisions fac¬ 


ing the caretaker coalition led 
by Lucas Papademos "will not 
be anodyne for our citizens." 

In Frankfurt, the chairman 
of the organisation negotiating 
for the banks said he was 
"likely" to go to Greece this 
weekend, although he also sug¬ 
gested that the private sector 
banks were willing to drag the 
fight out for "weeks" in order 
to wring out more concessions. 

"We are very close and 
hopefully will reach an agree¬ 
ment within the next weeks or 
days," said Josef Ackermann, 
head of Deutsche Bank, Ger¬ 
many’s biggest bank, who 
heads up the Institute of Inter¬ 
national Finance representing 
the banks. 

Private-sector creditors 
holding about 200 billion euros 
worth of Greek soveriegn 
bonds are being asked to ac¬ 
cept a writedown in value of 
"70 percent or more," Acker¬ 
mann said. 


Egypt asks World Bank 
for $1 bn loan for economy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Egypt has asked the World 
Bank for a $1.0 billion loan to 
help it rebuild its economy, the 
Bank said yesterday. 

The Bank said it had re¬ 
ceived an official request from 
Cairo for a development policy 
loan, and that it would open 
discussions now to "work out 
the details." 

Last month Egypt entered 
discussions with the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund for a 
separate financing, reportedly 
as much as $3.2 billion, to help 
it bridge fiscal shortfalls as it 
attempts to recover from the 


political upheaval of the past 
year. 

After the overthrow of 
longtime strongman president 
Husni Mubarak in February 
2011, continued turmoil on the 
streets resulted in wiping out 
much of the country’s all-im¬ 
portant tourism earnings and 
damaging other business sec¬ 
tors as well. 

But the country, apparently 
uncomfortable with the tough 
conditions that could come 
with it, avoided seeking fi¬ 
nancing from the two Wash¬ 
ington-based lenders.

"The question is, whether 
others contribute as well," he 
added, in an apparent reference 
to EU states and the European 
Central Bank. 

Under an EU agreement 
struck in October, the first step 
in fixing a new bailout is to 
slash 100 billion euros from 
Greece’s total debt of around 
350 billion euros. 

Juncker’s Eurogroup has 
also ordered a new economic 
adjustment program from the 
Greek government as Athens 
faces debt redemptions worth 
a total 14.4 billion euros on 
March 20, needing the debt 
write-down deal to go through 
so it can get access to fresh 
funds to meet its bills and 
avoid a default.

NYSE Euronext, Deutsche 
Boerse cancel merger deal 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Deutsche 
Boerse and NYSE Euronext 
cancelled their mega-merger 
yesterday after European regu¬ 
lators vetoed the deal. 

The decision to abandon the 
plan to create the world’s 
largest exchange operator po¬ 
tentially dominating the global 
derivatives trade was expected 
after the European Commis¬ 
sion on Wednesday rejected it. 

"NYSE Euronext an¬ 
nounced today that in light of 
the decision by the European 
Commission to block the pro¬ 
posed merger agreement, both 
companies have agreed to a 
mutual termination of the busi¬ 
ness combination agreement 
originally signed by the com¬ 
panies on February 15, 2011," 
NYSE Euronext said in a brief 
statement. 

The European Commission 
said Wednesday it had "no al¬ 
ternative" but to veto the 
transatlantic tie-up, billed as a 
merger but which would have 
left the German side dominant 
in the combined company. 

The EC had expressed wor¬ 
ries that it would have had mo¬ 
nopolistic power in certain 
derivatives trading. 

But NYSE Euronext and 
Deutsche Boerse had refused 
recommendations to hive off 
some of the business that the 
merger would have covered. 

"We could only have al¬ 
lowed a merger if the parties 


had offered sufficient reme¬ 
dies" to regulator worries, the 
European Union's senior com¬ 
petition regulator Joaquin Al- 
munia said on Wednesday. 

"Unfortunately they only 
offered remedies limited in 
their scope," he said. 

Well-steeled in advance for 
losing the chance to become 
the world's biggest market op¬ 
erator, Deutsche Boerse said 
Wednesday the decision 
showed the EU was "out of 
touch with reality." "This is a 
dark day for Europe and its fu¬ 
ture competitiveness on global 
financial markets," it raged. 

Deutsche Boerse chief Reto 
Francioni called the decision 
"inconsistent with and even 
contradictory to the Commis¬ 
sion's stated aim of expanding 
regulation on the over-the- 
counter derivatives market." 

NYSE Euronext, which in¬ 
cludes the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change and exchanges in Paris 
and Amsterdam, said the EC 
decision was "based on a fun¬ 
damentally different under¬ 
standing of the derivatives 
market." 

"As we made clear through¬ 
out this process, we would not 
agree to any concessions that 
would compromise or under¬ 
mine the industrial and eco¬ 
nomic logic of the proposed 
combination," said NYSE Eu¬ 
ronext chairman Jan-Michiel 
Hessels.

Myanmar youth make their 
voices heard 


YANGON (AFP) - Myanmar's 
youth, no strangers to the 
country's long struggle for 
democracy, are increasingly 
daring to emerge from the po¬ 
litical shadows as the regime 
promises a new era of open¬ 
ness. 

Their enthusiasm offers 
much-needed new blood for 
Nobel Peace Prize winner 
Aung San Suu Kyi's National 
League for Democracy (NLD) 
party, whose top ranks are filled 
with elderly men in their 80s 
and 90s known as the "uncles". 

With the opposition gearing 
up for April 1 by-elections ex¬ 
pected to propel Suu Kyi and 
possibly dozens more party 
members into parliament for 
the first time, many young 
people are heeding the call to 
battle. 

"I want to fight for the 
truth," 25-year-old NLD mem¬ 
ber Thuzar Lwin told AFP at 
the party's ramshackle Yangon 
headquarters, where she was 
helping to re-register recently 
freed dissidents on the mem¬ 
bership list. 

"I believe in my leader 
Aung San Suu Kyi." 

Young Burmese have often 
been at the vanguard of their 
country's decades-old resist¬ 
ance to oppression and mili¬ 
tary rule, but in the past they 
often waged their campaign on 
the street or in the shadows. 

Now they feel more able to 
make their voices heard. 

"They always suspected us, 
the government. Not now. 
Now we are free again," said 
21-year-old student Zar Yar 
Phyo. 

In 1988 students were at the 
forefront of the biggest ever 
uprising against the military 
regime, which cracked down 
brutally on protesters, result¬ 
ing in up to 3,000 deaths and 
leaving students under the 
close watch of the authorities. 

Almost two decades later in 
2007, activists again took to 
the streets to join monk-led 


protests dubbed the "Saffron 
Revolution" that were crushed 
by the regime. 

Many were handed long 
prison sentences for their roles 
in the unrest and some were 
only recently released by the 
new military-backed govern¬ 
ment as part of prisoner 
amnesties long demanded by 
the international community. 

Now in their 40s, they are 
making way for a new generation. 

"We're not as young as we 
were, the former students of 
the 1988 movement. So we're 
trying to work with members 
of the young generation and in 
another month or so we expect 
to stand united," said NLD 
youth spokesman Myo Nyunt. 

"Now many, many young 
people want to join our NLD 
party." 

Not all youth activists, how¬ 
ever, are choosing to sign up to 
the NLD in their struggle. 

Bo Bo, 23, quit university in 
2008 and joined the Genera¬ 
tion Wave underground move¬ 
ment, which uses music, 
poetry and other art forms for 
peaceful expression. 

The group has now started 
to organise more open activi¬ 
ties to campaign for political 
and human rights. 

"I wanted to do something 
for the country," he said. 

"In the 2007 Saffron Revo¬ 
lution I saw many bad things... 
They attacked the monks who 
protested on the road very 
peacefully. It made me really 
angry and also it encouraged 
me to do politics and to do 
more for the country." 

Some 30 members of the 
group were thrown into prison. 
They were released as part of 
the sweeping changes that are 
also being felt on the streets. 

"We are not going to form a 
political party. We would like 
to be an activist organisation, 
that's all," Bo Bo said. 

Many young voters in the 
constituencies involved in the 
April by-election, where 48 



seats will be at stake, will be 
casting ballots for the second 
time. 

The new government has 
promised that this time the 
vote will be free and fair, un¬ 
like a 2010 nationwide elec¬ 
tion that was marred by 
widespread complaints of 
cheating and swept the army's 
political allies to power. 

The regime has since sur¬ 
prised observers with a series 
of reforms, including welcom¬ 
ing the NLD back into the po¬ 
litical mainstream, inking 
ceasefire deals with ethnic mi¬ 
nority rebels and releasing 
hundreds of political prisoners. 

Tens of thousands of jubi¬ 
lant supporters greeted Suu 
Kyi on the campaign trail at the 
weekend, and there is a new

NFL: Authorities take aim at 
China-based Super fakers

INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - US 
authorities have seized a 
record $4.8 million in fake 
Super Bowl souvenirs and 
tickets and shut down 669 
websites, most from China, 
aimed at duping consumers 
with counterfeit items. 

US Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement (ICE) di¬ 
rector John Morton and NFL 
legal affairs vice president 
Anastasia Danias announced 
on Thursday the details of a 
nationwide operation that 
began last October and seized 
42,692 items. 


”It has moved from mom 
and pop selling out of a car 
trunk for $10,” Morton said. 
"Now you have big-time or¬ 
ganized criminal syndicates 
going to the lengths of creating 
websites and selling for about 
as much as you would pay for 
the real thing." 

Authorities, who seized 
only $3.72 million in fake 
Super Bowl merchandise last 
year, have shut down 669 wes- 
bites since last June and 307 
during Operation Fake Sweep, 
most of them for trying to sell 
fake jerseys and hats. 


But 16 websites were 
streaming live sport telecasts 
on the internet. Agents ar¬ 
rested a 28-year-old Michigan 
man, Yonjo Quiroa, on 
Wednesday for operating nine 
such sites. 

Morton said those sites 
would have displayed the US 
telecast of Sunday’s NFL 
Super Bowl 46 showdown be¬ 
tween the New England Patri¬ 
ots and New York Giants. 

"We have our sights set on 
a different type of victory, de¬ 
feating the international coun¬ 
terfeiting rings that illegally 
profit off this event," Morton 
said. 

Counterfeiters are mainly 
from Asia, Morton said. 

"The NFL filed numerous 
lawsuits against many China- 
based websites that try to 
mimic the look of official NFL 
websites in order to dupe con¬ 
sumers," Danias said. "Typi¬ 
cally we're going after 
networks that operate in China 
and other countries." 

For Morton, that means at¬ 
tacking the network to try and 
hit the ringleaders in other na¬ 
tions. 

"It's a lot tougher in the Far 
East," Morton said. "We have 
had some operations with the 
Chinese government but it's a 
challenge. The vast majority 
of these items are being 
shipped from that part of the 
world. 

"We have had some success 
in arresting people overseas. 
It's hard." 

In addition, the operation 
has netted 22,570 other items 
of fake NBA, Major League 
Baseball and National Hockey 
League souvenirs worth an¬ 
other $1.6 million. All fake 
items are taken to huge ware¬ 
houses for storage before 
being destroyed. 

The operation will continue 
beyond Sunday's game as au¬ 
thorities try to keep fans from 
becoming victims by buying 
fake tickets, which have a face 
value of $800 to $1,200 but 
are on offer at official resale 
sites from up to $4,000, or 
souvenir items sold over the 
internet for a small discount. 

"The prices aren't low. The 
criminals have figured out 
why leave that $90 on the 
table," Morton said. "If the re¬ 
turn policy sends you back to 
China, that's a tell-tale sign. 

"Even a savvy consumer 
can be tricked. That's how so¬ 
phisticated these sites are." 

Arrests for counterfeit tick¬ 
ets have already been made in 
New York and an investigation 
in Indianapolis is ongoing. 


They said Al-Ahly supporters 
had taunted their Al-Masry 
counterparts throughout the 
match, but others said it was 
no more than the usual match 
banter between hard core 
fans. 

State television ran 
footage of riot police stand¬ 
ing rigidly in rows as pande¬ 
monium erupted around 
them. 

The interior minister has 
said most of the deaths were 
caused by the crush, but 
medics said some people 
were stabbed. 

The health ministry said 
74 people were killed, in¬ 
cluding a policeman. Hun¬ 
dreds were reported 
wounded, and police said 47 
people were arrested. 

The ruling military an¬ 
nounced three days of na¬ 
tional mourning. 

World football governing 
body FIFA on Thursday 


called for a full report on the 
violence. 

Its president, Sepp Blatter, 
on Wednesday expressed his 
shock over a "black day for 
football." 

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
Egypt's largest political force, 
accused Mubarak supporters 
of being behind the deadly 
violence. 

"The events in Port Said 
are planned and are a mes¬ 
sage from the remnants of the 
former regime," said MP 
Essam al-Erian in a statement 
on the Islamist group's Free¬ 
dom and Justice Party web¬ 
site. 

Since Mubarak's ouster, 
Egypt has seen sporadic and 
sometimes deadly unrest cou¬ 
pled with a sharp rise in 
crime linked to the scarcity of 
police, who were heavily crit¬ 
icised for their crackdown on 
protesters during the upris¬ 
ing.

nfl: Patriots offer 
triple threat in 
versatile Edelman 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - Ju¬ 
lian Edelman, a receiver and 
kick returner converted into a 
defensive back as well due to 
injuries, gives the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots an unlikely triple 
threat for Sunday’s Super 
Bowl. 

Edelman was a quarterback 
when he played American 
football in college but was 
converted into a receiver when 
he joined the NFL and will 
now face the challenge of con¬ 
fronting New York Giants re¬ 
ceivers in the championship 
game. 

"Julian will be working to 
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give us everything like he al¬ 
ways is. He will be ready in all 
three phases," Patriots coach 
Bill Belichick said. 

"We saw Edelman as a 
good athlete. You could see Ju¬ 
lian was tough. He was quick. 
He made a lot of plays. He was 
good with the ball in his hands. 
It was a big transition to re¬ 
ceiver and returning punts. 

When the Patriots began 
having injuries to defensive 
backs, Edelman’s skill at re¬ 
ceiver, and to a degree his ex- 
pendability as a reserve for 
team reception leader Wes 
Welker, allowed him to make 
the switch as a fill-in defender. 

"We got into some injury 
stretches and his skill set as a 
slot receiver allowed him to be 
put there as a comerback," Be¬ 
lichick said. "He developed a 
little bit as a defensive player 
this year. He's got a lot going 
for him." 

Edelman has some insight 
into how to defend rival re¬ 
ceivers having been on the of¬ 
fensive side as well, but it's 
tricky. 

"It's ultimately a foreign 
thing for me," Edelman said. 
"You are doing everything 
backwards, from covering a 
guy to terminology on the de¬ 
fensive side of the ball. It's like 
a different language and seeing 
things backwards. 

"It's definitely a learning 
process and I’m still trying to 
learn. Any way I can help the 
team is awesome." 

Edelman knows the task at 
hand is a true challenge. 

New York receiver Mario 
Manningham hopes Edelman 
is on him as well. 

"We're confident," he said. 
"I hope he is out there." 

"They have a good wide re¬ 
ceiving core," Edelman said. 
"This team is playing very 
well and we definitely have a 
challenge ahead of us.

Thousands of Egyptians march in a protest from Al-Ahly 
club to the headquarters of the ministry of interior in Cairo 
on February 2, 2012 against the previous day's deadly 
riots after a football match. Egypt began three days of 
mourning after 74 people were killed in an eruption of vi¬ 
olence at a football match. 


CAIRO (AFP) - Clashes 
erupted in the Egyptian capital 
on Thursday between protest¬ 
ers and police, as the govern¬ 
ment scrambled to contain 
mounting anger over post¬ 
football match violence that 
killed 74 people. 

Black-clad riot police fired 
tear gas at protesters trying to 
reach the interior ministry, fu¬ 
rious at the lack of police in¬ 
tervention in Wednesday's 
violence in the northern city of 
Port Said. 

Injured protesters were fer¬ 
ried away by motorbike, with 
medics saying around 20 peo¬ 
ple were suffering from tear 
gas inhalation. 

Ambulances whizzed 
through the nearby Tahrir 
Square, epicentre of last year's 
uprising that toppled Hosni 
Mubarak, towards the site of 
the clashes. 

Wednesday's deadly vio¬ 
lence between fans of home 
team Al-Masry and Cairo's Al- 
Ahly marked one of the dead¬ 
liest incidents in football 
history and sent shares on the 
Cairo stock exchange plunging 
in Thursday trade. 

Hundreds of Al-Ahly fans, 
wearing their team T-shirts and 
waving flags, were joined by 
other team supporters, activists 


and ordinary Egyptians on the 
march from their club head¬ 
quarters towards the interior 
ministry via Tahrir Square. 

"This was not a sports acci¬ 
dent, this was a military mas¬ 
sacre!" the crowds chanted, 
blaming the ruling military 
council for the violence. 

Prime Minister Kamal al- 
Ganzuri told an emergency 
session of parliament on the 
tragedy that the Egyptian foot¬ 
ball association's director and 
board had been sacked, as had 
Port Said's security chief. 

Ganzuri added that the Port 
Said governor had also re¬ 
signed, and this had been ac¬ 
cepted. 

However, furious MPs de¬ 
manded the sacking of Interior 
Minister Mohammed Ibrahim 
who sat solemnly in the as¬ 
sembly, listening to accusa¬ 
tions of negligence. 

Wednesday's clashes 
erupted at the final whistle of 
a match which saw home team 
Al-Masri beat Al-Ahly 3-1. 

Al-Masri fans invaded the 
pitch, throwing rocks, bottles 
and fireworks at Al-Ahly sup¬ 
porters, causing chaos and 
panic as players and fans fled 
in all directions, witnesses 
said.

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nfl: Giants pass rushers 
ready to run down Brady 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
New York Giants defenders 
know they must overpower 
New England blockers and 
disrupt Patriots quarterback 
Tom Brady with pressure to 
have the best chance of win¬ 
ning Sunday's Super Bowl 46. 

"Up front, somebody has to 
do something against some¬ 
body if we're going to get to 
Tom," Giants defensive end 
Justin Tuck said ."You have to 
hit these guys. You can't allow 
time to stand and look upfield 
the whole game. 

Brady, capping the greatest 
passing season of his career, is 
trying to lead the Patriots to 
their fourth NFL title in 11 
seasons. He would match the 
record for quarterback Super 
Bowl wins shared by Joe 
Montana and Terry Bradshaw. 

But first, he must stay up¬ 
right long enough to connect 
with his receivers. 

"It wouldn't be the Super 


Bowl if they weren't talking 
about coming after me and 
knocking me down and knock¬ 
ing me out," Brady said. "Our 
offensive line gets paid too 
and they do a great job of pro¬ 
tecting me." 

Patriots coach Bill Be- 
lichick has milked the most of 
uncertainty about key blockers 
with injuries, including tackles 
Matt Light and Sebastian 
Vollmer and tight end Rob 
Gronkowski, a major receiv¬ 
ing threat as well as a tough 
lineman. 

All said they were well on 
Wednesday, although 

Gronkowski missed practice 
again and has not worked out 
since his injury 10 days ago. 
All are waiting to hear their 
status for Sunday. 

"I don’t really pay much at¬ 
tention to that," said Giants de¬ 
fensive end Osi Umenyiora. 
"Everybody is going to be 
themselves on Sunday. 


They’re going to be ready to 
play. 

"We're going to have to dis¬ 
rupt (Brady). That’s pretty 
much it. If we’re able to get to 
the quarterback, we’re going 
to have a good chance of win¬ 
ning." 

Belichick likes Light's 
chances of blocking for Brady 
as he has for longer than any 
current tackle-quarterback 
combination in the NFL. 

"I'm sure Tom has a lot of 
confidence working behind 
Matt as he always has," Be¬ 
lichick said. "He's tough. He's 
smart. He has real good tech¬ 
nique with his hands and foot¬ 
work." 

The Patriots also figure to 
run some early screen plays 
and run off fake pass plays to 
try to keep Giants defenders 
from charging full speed at 
Brady.
